Bank officials announced that there 
had been only scattering withdrawals

ARMAGH, May 12.—This little city, 
built like Rome on seven hills, is the 
ecclesiastical capital of Ireland. Al 
though it has only 7,000 inhabitants, 
it possesses two cathedrals and is the 


seat of two primates. 

| ‘The older of the two cathedrals tra- 
ditionally stands on the site of St. Pat- 
rick’s church. At reformation it be 
came the property of the Anglican 
church. Over and against it on an- 
other hill is a magnificent new Cath- 
olic cathedral built by the members 
of the older faith to replace the edifice 
which they lost when England became 
Protestant. | 

Behind the new cathedral in a “ pal- 
ace,” which really is a modest country 
house, lives one of the most powerful 
men in Ireland; Michael Cardinal 
Logue, the archbishop of Armagh and 
the primate of all Ireland. His emi- 
nence from the height of his position 
and experience of years probably is one 
of the best authorities living on the 
vexed questions in Irish politics. 

Gives Candy to Children. | 

Here he received me yesterday (Sun- 
day) after mid day mass and as I ap- 
proached this frail old man, who is 
revered as a saint by all Catholic Ire- 
land, was standing at the door sur- 
rounded by a laughing, pushing crowd 
of children to whom he distributed 
candy from a big pasteboard box. 

“Come inside and wait until I have 
disposed of these children,” he said,:

liminary bad coid. 

A very bad cold sets the stage for 
pngqumonia. At that time the patient can 
decide whether or not he will have pneu- 
monia. If he decides té6 have pneumonia 
he merely keeps at his daily tasks, puts 
up with the discomfort, comes home at 
night awfully tired, but gets up the next 
morning and tackles the job again. He 
™may not know that he is deciding to have 
pneumonia. The chances are he knows 
the work is there to do and it is his duty 
to do it, and take the consequences, 
Pneumonia is one of the consequences, 
even though he does not know it. |

The same is true of acute inflammatory 
eheumatian, There are many conditions 
that pass under the name of rheumatism. 

e are wholly unrelated to others. 
The partiqular kind now being considered 
is what used to be called acute rheu- 
matic fever and inflammatory rheuma- 
tism. Dr. Fantug says that if you will 
9.8k every person with acute rheumatic 
fever, “Did you have a sere throat 
within a week of the beginning of your 
rheumatism?” he will answer, “ Yes.”

ANEKATO, Minn., May 12.—([Spe-

Thousands of them are now keeping 
records to show the costs of produc- 
ing various crops and kinds of live 
stock and are using these records in 
figuring out their incomes. Lowering 
prices will no doubt stimulate more 
interest in economic production.

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The introduction of new crops in 
this state has made it possible for 
farmers to grow a variety of feeds so 
that if one crop fails from too much 
rain or too much dry weather they 
will have another to fall back on, in- 
stead of being forced to buy feeds to 
carry them through the tight places. 
Farmers here in the southern part of 
Minnesota are increasing their acre- 
age of sweet clover. They find it one.

Alfalfa has proved to be perhaps the 
most outstanding and most valuable 
legume crop in the state, particularly 
in the southern’ counties: ‘They get 
three and sometimes four cuttings a 
year. 

On a dairy farm near here, by 
Marlow & Randall, six tons of fa 
hay are being produced in a single 
season. The home grown feed used 
on this farm, including alfalfa, corn 
silage, sweet clover and soy beans, has 
made it possible for these breeders of 
Ormsby Holstein cattle to produce rec- 
ords that startle the dairy world. 

They showed our touring party a 
cow that produced 104 pounds or 
about 13 gallons of milk during the 
first twenty-four hours after freshen- 
ing a few days ago. The farm man- 
ager says that he has never heard of 
a cow producing more than that the 
first day and if any ome can beat that 
record he would like to know about 
it. Another cow at this farm has a 
five year record averaging 900 pounds 
of butter a year, while the average for 
all dairy cows in the state is only 160 
pounds a year. .

Farmers in this section have about 
given up the idea of growing a com- 
bination of soy beans and corn for 
silage; if they get a bean crop they 
often lose out on corn. 

Corn has become the big crop in 
Minnesota. Less than a half century 
ago it was little grown in this state. 
In fact, it was just forty years ago 
that farmers said Andrew Boss Sr., 
was going wild over corn when he 
planted a ten acre field of it. 
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VINNY WAS PROMISED 
IMMUNITY, CHARGE 


New York, May 12.—{Special.}— 
Vincent Richards reconsidered his de- 
termination to resign from the Amer-} 
ican Davis cup solely because he was 
assured by the amateur rule commit- 
tee of the U. & Ll. T. A that the 
player-writer rule would never be in- 
voked. against him. 

This was the startling statement 
made today by S&S. Wallis Merriheyy 
president of American Lawn Tennis, 
the leading periodical devoted exciu- 
sively to the game. 

“I accompanied Tilden and Rich- 
ards to New Rochelle yesterday,” said 
Mr. Merrihew, “to score their exhibi- 
tion matches. At the conclusion of 
play, Vincent Richards approached me 
and tried to justity his extraordinary 
action in withdrawing his proffered 
resignation from the Davis cyp tear. 

‘Promised Immunity. 

“Richards told me that he never 
would have reconsidered his determina- 
tion to quit the Davis cup squad if 
the U. & Ih T. A. officials had not 
definitely promised him, at the Har- 
vard club, that his particular case was 
not a violation of the player-writer 
rule, 

“ Richards went on to tell me that 
George Wightman, Holcomb Ward, 
Julian Myrick and other committee 
members had assured him that he 
could keep right on reporting tennis 
for Universal Service after January, 
1925, without affecting his amateur 
status. 

“In other words, they let;yhim know 
that his case was different from Til 
cen’s. és 

Tilden the “Goat.” 

“To me it looks like willful dis- 
crimination against William Tilden. 
The amateur rule committee had ab- 
solutely no right to give Vincent Rich- 
ard’s any assurance that he will be 
eligible to play in 1925, for even a 
blind man can see that if Tilden is vio- 
lating the amateur rule, then Richards 
is also violating it. 

“T venture to say that outraged 
public opinion will speak the last word 
| in such a travesty on justice. I have 
studied the amateur rule interpreta- 
tion, both in letter and spirit, from 
every angle. Under its provisions 
Richards is clearly ineligible to play 
as an amateur after Jan. 1, 1925. 
But if he is eligible to play then so is 
Tilden, too, or the rule is meaningless. 

“ This exception in favor of Richards 
lends color to the feeling that there is 
a certain clique which is out to humili- 
ate Tilden and drive him from the 
game.

“Heavy pressure was brought to 
bear upon Richards, who is a suscep- 
tible boy, in that now famous meeting 
at the Harvard club which was pro- 
longed past midnight while the moguls 
trained their combined verbal artillery , 
on Vinny.
